Library. 
In 1996, the Commonwealth of Virginia 
appropriated $5.5 million to renovate and 
expand the Health Sciences Library, built in 
1975. Our vision has been to provide you 
with a vibrant, comfortable, technologically 
sophisticated and visually attractive space 
for research, quiet study, active learning, 
and interaction with colleagues. The 
Baltimore firm of Ayers/ Saint/ Gross was 
selected to help us translate the vision into 
reality. Surveys and focus groups of stu- 
dents, faculty, and staff have directed the 
architectural design process that is now 
nearly complete. The major emphases are 


upgrading the physical layout and environ- 
ment, including carpet, lighting, furniture, 
and environmental controls. You will enjoy 
quiet and elegant reading areas (with com- 
fortable chairs!), an expanded microlab, and 
an increased number of group study rooms. 
A technology infrastructure is planned that 
is flexible enough to take advantage of 
future advancements by providing wiring for 
network access at multiple locations, includ- 
ing study carrels. 

In a parallel project, the University is 
investing maintenance reserve funds to

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replace the Library's roof, which,as many of 
you know, experiences frequent leaks. 


Floor-by-floor, what will you see? 
The renovated library will have three floors. 
The Ground Floor is being developed in 
what is currently unused basement space. 
This will become an elegant new Historical 
Collections area, including space for the 
historical lecture series, and also a staff area 
for all library collection processing and 
cataloging. 

The First Floor will continue to be the 
location of the book collection, an enlarged 
microcomputer lab, the audiovisual collec- 
tion, two computer classrooms, new group 
study rooms, and several reading areas with 
natural light. 

The Second Floor will incorporate a 
new main entry foyer with domed ceiling 
and lighted display cases facing the Link, 
custom-made cherry service desks for 
Circulation and Reference, cherry book- 
cases surrounding the stairwell and 
the back wall, and a number of 
public access workstations. All 
staff areas will be redesigned 
for increased efficiency. 

The journal stacks in 
the area that spans 























Jefferson Park Avenue will be realigned to 
include both unbound and bound journals in 
a single alphabet, directly adjacent to an 
enlarged photocopy room. A current journal 
reading area with comfortable chairs will 
face the Link, with study carrels along the 
windows overlooking JPA. Finally, just 
beyond the journals will be an elegant, 
semi-circular reading room with windows to 
bring in natural light - a wonderful place for 
quiet study. 


Getting there from here 
Library staff are excited about the transfor- 
mation that will take place over the next 18 
months. The challenges, however, will be 
surviving the construction phases and trying 
to keep most services available. Following is 
a very rough timeline of what you can 
expect, which will become more detailed 
once the construction company is select- 
ed and gets to work. We will be using 
a display at the front of the Library 
and our Website to keep you 
informed of the project sta- 
tus, and any changes in 
the construction 
schedule, which 
are certain to 
occur.

You will notice many “relocations” in the 
above list. Some of those temporary reloca- 
tions can happen within the Library, but 
others cannot. We will be working closely 
with the School of Medicine and Health 
Sciences Center administration to find tem- 
porary space for study and for some of the 
computer classroom and microlab activity. 
Our thorniest problem at the moment is how 
to handle the journal collection during the 
four months or so of journal room renova- 
tion. We may be able to house only the last 
five years here in the Library, with the earlier 
volumes accessible only via interlibrary loan 
(waiving the $3 fee during that time, of 
course). We will keep you informed of all 
our options as they are developed. 

None of these transition details have 
been worked out yet. Please let me (Linda 
Watson) know if you have particular con- 
cerns, or if you would like me to come to a 
departmental meeting to show you the plans 
and discuss the implications. You can reach 
me by phone at 924-0187; or by e-mail at 
law 6z@virginia.edu.

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Win-Win for Doctor and Patient: 
Telemedicine Enables Novel Encounters 
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little boy sits in an examination room for a follow-up exam by his pediatric cardiologist after 

open-heart surgery. The physician uses her stethoscope to listen to the heart, reads EKGs, 

views the results of an echo, and examines the patient's incision. What is unusual about 
this situation? The physician is miles away from the exam room and is conducting the examination 
via the University of Virginia’s Office of Telemedicine. The patient and his family did not need to 
travel far, the contact was real and vivid thanks to high-resolution video monitors and electronic 
scopes, and the final outcome was an efficient, time-saving encounter for both patient and doctor. 


Telemedicine consultations are perhaps the 
most visible and interesting of the services 
provided by the Office of Telemedicine, head- 
ed by Eugene Sullivan, genes@virginia.edu, 
and his team of enthusiastic, professional, and 
customer-oriented telemedicine consultants. 
Thanks to a high-tech private consultation 
room equipped with the MMS Housecall 
workstation, physicians can obtain full-motion 
video of their patients’ movements with 
wide-angle lenses and can get close-ups 
during physical examinations. Dermascopes, 
ophthalmoscopes, and otoscopes are avail- 
able for specialty consults. According to 
Garth Wermter, Technical Manager, 
ggw 5e@virginia.edu, three ISDN lines are 
bonded for videoconferencing and one ISDN 
line is dedicated for file transfers so that data 
can be quickly transferred from one site to 
another without degrading video quality. 
Additionally, still images, video clips, and 
audio clips can be captured and incorporated 
into the patient’s electronic medical record. 
Telemedicine currently conducts over 40 
consults each month and has worked with 15 
different specialties, including cardiology, 
dermatology, endocrinology, psychiatry, and 
infectious disease. Physicians at UVA wishing 
to utilize the service can simply contact the 
Office of Telemedicine to set up a consulta- 
tion. The patient works with a medical assis- 
tant at the remote site and completes paper- 


work including an informed consent form. The 
patient is introduced to the specialist via live, 
interactive videoconferencing. Often the 
patient's local health care provider will confer 
with the consultant to arrive at a diagnosis and 
treatment plan. Remaining prescriptions, tests, 
and follow-up visits are planned and imple- 
mented by the local health care provider, 
utilizing a written report that is sent by the 
specialist. 


Special programs 

One of the most successful programs has been 
the specialty consultative telemedicine service 
offered to the Virginia Department of 
Corrections, currently serving approximately 
6200 prisoners in 5 (soon to be 6) different 
facilities and the Department of Corrections 
Headquarters. Inmates are able to receive 
health care through telemedicine consultations 
without the expense and inconvenience of 
transporting prisoners; for some institutions 
transport costs have been cut by 60%. 

The Southwest Virginia Alliance for 
Telemedicine is a project partially funded by 
the US Department of Commerce through an 
NTIA TIIAP (http:/ / www.ntia.doc.gov/ ) 
grant. The project links UVa to the Lee County 
Community Hospital in Pennington Gap, 
Norton Community Hospital, the Thompson 
Family Health Center in Vansant, and the Stone 
Mountain Health Services Clinic in Castlewood. 
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Patients can obtain consultations utilizing 
their local facilities. 

Working with community service boards, 
the Office of Telemedicine is also helping to 
provide psychiatric care to deaf patients in 
Virginia. Dr. Barbara Haskins, one of the 
only psychiatrists in the nation who can sign 
with the deaf, has utilized telemedicine to 
reach deaf patients throughout Virginia. 


It doesn’t end there 
The Office of Telemedicine offers a variety of 
services: 


g Videoconferencing is available for 
patient consultation, remote diagnosis, 
and patient care in all specialties. 


Wi Teleradiology provides transmission of 
diagnostic-quality radiographic images 
and rapid interpretation by qualified UVa 
radiologists. 





Interactive distance learning 
programs, such as grand rounds and 
other conferences, are offered, many with 
AMA Category 1 credit, as well as other 
continuing education programs for 
patients, physicians, and administrators. 


g Patient education seminars can be 
designed for patients in remote locations, 
such as the Diabetes Community Network 
seminars designed to alleviate chronic 
conditions and educate the patient before 
tertiary care is needed. 


g Home health applications, including 
monitoring of patient vital signs, 
follow-up care, and educational services 
are currently under development.

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COM PUTER M EM ORY 
FROM J ELLYFISH 


A green fluorescent protein (GFP) 
found in the Pacific Northwest 
jellyfish Aequorea victoria could 
be used to make a computer 
memory device, according to a 
team of scientists headquartered 
at the University of California at 
San Diego (http://w w w -uris.ucsd. 
edu/ucomm/new sreleases/ 
science/fgfp.html). The study, 
published in Nature 388(6640): 
355-8, J uly 24, 1997, suggests a 
potential new way for storing and 
accessing computer memories 

in packages the size of a single 
molecule. A single glowing 
molecule could correspond to a 
bit value of 1, while a single 
darkened molecule might 
suggest a bit value of 0. Through 
biochemical techniques, one 
could engineer switching 
mechanisms, where the molecule 
is turned off and then turned on 
through external excitations.
